white layers made a stone of consider- 
able thickness, which constitutes 
quite a calendar. 

Karh day of work has left a black 
streak, and is followed by a white 
streak for the night. Wide white 
streaks mark the Sundays and other 
holidays, from which circumstance 
this curious stone is called "the Sun- 
day stone." 

An equally remarkable product of 
nature is described by a California 
paper as nothing less than a gonuiue 
mineral soap. This stone is parti- 
colored, like castilo soap, and is found 
in an almost inaccessible part of the 
coast, in the neighborhood of slate- 
stone and sandstone. Tha peculiar 
properties of this stone were discov- 
ered by a miner, who noticed when 
pieces of the stone fell into tha stream, 
which was in proximity to the mine, 
they soon melted away. 

He theroupon set about making ex- 
periments, and found that the stone 
could be used for all the purposes for 
which manufactured soaps arc appli- 
cable. 

Among freaks of nature, few are 
more wonderful than the rock which 
was found on the Carsholton reef 
some years ago, and was for a time 
placed on exhibition at the mining 
register's office at Sandhurst. 

This remarkable curiosity was a 
piece of slate rock, scarcely eight 
inches square, but upon which na- 
ture's hand alone had depicted a 
landscape such as would do credit to 
the brush of a true artist.

WHERE DEW COMES FROM. 

Moisture of the Ground Condensed by Con- 
tact with the Cool Air. 
Ground, a little below the surface, is 
always warmer than the air over it. 
So long as the surface of the ground 
is above the dew point, vapor must 
rise and pass from the earth into the 
air. 

The moist airso formed will mingle 
ivith the air above it and its moisture 
will be condensed, forming dew w her- 
ever it comes in contact with a surface 
cooled below the dew point. In fact, 
dew rises from the ground. 

Place some metal trays over the 
grass, the soil nnd the road on dewv 
nights. You will generally find more 
moisture on the grass inside the t rayi 
than outside; you will always observe 
a deposit of dew inside the trays, ever 
when there is none outside at all. 
This shows that far more vnpor rises 
nut of Ihe ground during the night 
than condenses a6 dew on the grass 
and other objects. 

Dew, then, rises from the ground. 
But how is the clew formed on bodies 
high up in the air? 

Dew does not rise in particles,

cruel form possible of inflicting the 
death sentence. Some of the pro- 
nounced opponents of this form of 
capitnl punishment declared that tho 
circulation of blood in the severed 
head did not cease for three hours, 
and that during that period the head 
could seo, li, .11 and uncll. Dr. YVurm, 
• German expert, has felt moved to 
reply to these statements, says the 
New York Press. He says that he 
handled many heads of decapitated 
criminals, and that there is not the 
least doubt possible as to the fact of 
absolute death. 

"Immediatelyafter the execution," 
he says, "the heads were pale, entire- 
ly bloodless and absolutely without 
life. Not even reflex actions could be 
produced, and only for a short period 
could the galvanic current produce 
them. But a most interesting inquiry 
would be that of remaining spinal en- 
ergy in the decapitated body. Be- 
headed frogs, chickens, ducks and 
•ven rabbits have been known to 
carry out independent movements, 
tnch as scratching of an irritated 
■pot, jerking away an extremity when 
it was pinched and going through the 
motions of running, swimming and 
jumping. Apropos of this, Dr. Wur 
quotes this queer tnle in a hook pul 
lished in lf>S8 in Hamburg, entitled 
"Greater Things in the World, 
So-Called Relations Cnrioeae." 

"Emperor Lttdwig, of Bavaria, in 
1337 sentenced Sir Dietz, of Soli 
enburg, with four iquiree, to death 
for freebOQting. At the place of ex- 
ecution Sir Di< tz begged the judges 
to put him and his squirt s into a row, 
each man one foot from the next. 
Then he was to be executed first and 
hie body would arise and run as far 
along the row of prisoners as he could. 
Each man whom he succeeded in 
passing was to be let free. The judges 
laughed and granted the request, say- 
ing that never before had they seen 
a beheaded man run. Thereupon 
Dietz put his men into a row, plac- 
ing the one whom he liked the best 
nearest to him. Then he kneeled, 
the 6word fell and took his head off 
clean, and in the next instant the 
body had risen and was darting by 
the four men. It ran past them all 
and fell prone a few feet beyond the 
furthest one. Then the emperor par- 
doned the men as his judges had 
promised."

"scraws" loading a sort of shelf con- 
structed over the boh, and filled 
every available nook and corner of 
the cabin with these soils of heatlier, 
and keeping a big fire — turf being 
in abundance on the island — contin- 
ually burning on the hearth. Almost 
■very Cabin I enured, and I have 
been in dozens, was, as a consequence 
of this custom, filled with a black 
eloud of smoke which prevented me 
enting Ihc surroundings, and

The table was a maatWe affair, made 
of oak, that had turned almost as 
black as ebony, and the top Was fully 
inches thick. It was built extra 
heavy in order to give it steadiness, 
and it mounted B small lathe and pol- 
isher, operated by a treadle. The 
bench was also of oak and was simply 
three thickslabs — seat and end pieces, 
?tailed together. 

1 found the old outfit rather un- 
comfortable to work at compared 
with modern shop fixtures, and. Be 
eeupied a great deal of room, 1 
finally decided to break it up. Luck- 
ily it occurred to me to see whether 
the table top contained any gold that 
might be profitably recovered, and, 
iplitting off a piece of the wood, 1 
was surprised to find the pores lit- 
lly clinked w ith the precious metal. 
I did not understand the method 
used in extracting, and turned the 
bench and table over to a mint ex- 
pert on shares. He cut the wood into 
small slivers and treated it with acid. 

as a tedious job, and I have since 
been told thai we lost a good deal of 
the metal by nol burning the pieces 
and then smelting the ash; but, at 
atiy rate, the process yielded us a 
little over 1480, For years and years 
the lathe had sent a shower of im- 
palpable gold dust over the table top 
and bench, and in the course of time 
it had entirely permeated the -wood. 
The -interior "of the .thick slabs spark- 
led with it when they were laid open 
by the saw, and there was scarcely a 
imp thai did not yield its quota of 
le metal. 

"The floor of the cold room at the 
New Orleans mint is taken up and 
treated with acid once every two 
years; but, of course, it is no such 
bonanka SI my old fixtures turned out 
to be. I believe about .$100 is re- 
covered from it on an average."
